AT UNGA ARTICLE FOLLOWS: 

2. " TANZANIA HAS APPEALED TO THE UNITED STATES TO SUPPORT THE 
CAUSE RACIST SOUTH AFRICA AND THE REST OF THE CONTINENT. 

"IN AN HOUR-LONG MEETING WITH UNITED STATES ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
OF STATE FOR AFRICAN AFFAIRS, MR. DONALD EASUM, AT THE UNITED 
NATIONS ON FRIDAY, TANZANIA'S FOREIGN MINISTER, NDUGU JOHN MALECELA, 
MADE IT CLEAR THAT MASSIVE AMERICAN INVESTMENTS IN SOUTH AFRICA, 

PLUS THE MORAL AND DIPLOMATIC SUPPORT PRETORIA GETS FROM WASHINGTON 
WERE MAJOR FACTORS IN SUSTAINING SOUTH AFRICAN RACIST REGIME IN 
POWER. 

"NDUGU MALECELA TOLD MR. EASUM THAT THE UNITED STATES MADE 
MISTAKE IN SUPPORTING THE COLONIAL POLICIES OF THE FORMER PORTUGUESE 
FASCIST REGIME. HE SAID FOLLOWING THE TURN OF EVENTS IN LISBON AND 
THE SUBSEQUENT DEVELOPMENT IN THE PORTUGUESE AFRICAN TERRITORIES, 
THE UNITED STATES SHOULD LEARN FROM PAST MISTAKES AND REVIEW 
HER POLICY OF SUPPORT FOR APARTHEID SOUTH AFRICA. 
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"MALECELA URGED THAT UNITED STATES TO SIDE WITH THE REST OF 
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AFRICA AND TERMINATE HER DIPLOMATIC SUPPORT FOR PRETORIA AT 
THE UNITED NATIONS. HE SAID IT WAS UNTHINKABLE FOR AMERICA TO 
GIVE ECONOMIC, MILITARY, MORAL AND DIPLOMATIC SUPPORT TO A 
COUNTRY LIKE SOUTH AFRICAN WHOSE POLICY OF VIOLATION OF BASIC 
HUMAN RIGHTS IS ENSHRINED IN ITS FUNDAMENTAL LAW. 

" THE ISSUE OF SOUTH AFRICAN CREDENTIALS AT THE CURRENT SESSION 
OF THE UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY IS EXPECTED TO FIGURE PROMINENTLY HERE 
IN THE NEXT FEW DAYS. THE AFRICAN GROUP HAS BEEN WORKING TO TABLE 
A RESOLUTION IN THE ASSEMBLY, CONCERNING THE WHOLE QUESTION OF SOUTH 
AFRICA'S RELATIONSHIP WITH THE UNITED NATIONS BECAUSE OF THE 
FORMER S PERSISTENT DISREGARD FOR U.N. RESOLUTIONS, WITH A VIEW 
TO EXPEL PRETORIA FROM THE WORLD BODY. THE RESOLUTION WILL BE 
REFERRED TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL FOR EXAMINATION." 
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
